Proves Dry
Due to

mﬁot Is
Negligence

(Horald Special Service)
PORTLAND, Nov. 11.—As a resuit
of investigations recently made by C.
J. Humphrey, pathologist in the De-
partment of Agriculture, it has been
found that dry rot In “‘mill construct-
ed” bulldings in Washington and Ore-
gon is due, in all the cases reported,
to ignorancs and gross negligence oo
the part of the users ol wood as
structural materiak

It has been found that timber intel-
ligently used undeéf normal conditions,
will mot rot, and furthermore, that
dry rot is easily preventable. In 99
per cemt of the cases reported, the
cause was insufiicient vemtilatiom In
the bullding or around the timbered
joints, A lack of fresh air and heat

creales a molst and musty atmosphere
conducive to the growth of fungi. It
is well known that decay often starts
in x damp cellar.

Some times lumber becomes Infect-
ed with dry rot In the yard or shed of
the mill, and is then Ignorantly or
negligently sold for building purposes.
Yard Infection is usually caused by
improper pliing of the lumber, The
lumber ia not plled so that there is a
fres circulation of alr throughout, or
with sufficient slope to permit the
rain to run off. In the shed the in-
fection is generally caused by comtact
with a molst floor.

Mr. Humphrey's study has undoubt-
edly revealed the fact that dry rot Is
nol only preventable, but unneces-
